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Preface 


The Weekly Coal Production (WCP) provides weekly 
estimates of U.S. coal production by State. Supple- 
mentary data are usually published monthly in two 
supplements: the Coal Exports and Imports Supple- 
ment and the Domestic Market Supplement. The 
Coal Exports and Imports Supplement contains 
detailed monthly data on U.S. coal and coke exports 
and imports. The Domestic Market Supplement 
contains detailed monthly electric utility coal statistics, 
by Census Division and State, for generation, con- 
sumption, stocks, receipts, sulfur content, prices, and 
the origin and destination of coal shipments. This 
supplement also contains summary-level, monthly 
data for all coal-consuming sectors on a quarterly 
basis. 


Preliminary coal production data are published 
(Quarterly, based on production data collected using 
Form EIA-6, "Coal Distribution Report." Based on 
1988 and 1989 data, the coal production estimation 
emor for a quarter at the national level (i.e., the 
^fference between the sum of the weekly estimates 
for a quarter and the quarterly EIA-6 preliminary 
data) ranges from 1 percent to 4 percent. 


Final coal production data are published aimually, 
based on the EIA-7A coal production survey. Based 
on 1988 and 1989 data, the revision error for a 
quarter at the national level (i.e., the difference 
between the EIA-6 preliminary data and the EIA-7A 
final data) ranges from 0.02 percent to 0.08 percent.

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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended December 29, 
1990, as estimated by the Energy Information Admini- 
stration, totaled 11 million short tons, 38 percent 
below the previous week and 9 percent below the 
comparable week in 1989. Production east of the 
Mississippi River totaled 6 million short tons, and 
production west of the Mississippi River totaled 6 
million short tons. 


Production was lower than the previous week in 
every State, with the exception of Arkansas, Montana, 
Norfli Dakota and Wyoming, due to the Christmas 
Day holiday. The large decrease in production east 
of fhe Mississippi River reflects the decision by some 
mine operators to exercise the four-day floating 
holiday option, contained in the United Mine Workers 
of America contract, during Christmas week.

Public access to these machine readable statistics is possible by dialing (202) 586-8658 for 300 baud 
or 1200 baud line speeds. Communications are asynchronous and require a standard ASCII-type terminal. There is 
no charge for the service. Although there is no required password, you will be requested to use your telephone number 
as a user identifier. This service is available from 8 a.m. to 11 p.m. weekdays and 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. on weekends and 
most holidays. The Weekly Coal Production report is normally updated by 2 p.m. on Friday of each week. Allow 
one or two additional workdays in weeks containing holidays.
